TRIAL  'jF  C APT 4 IN  ACS  A M Alt  A. 

OLD  BAILY,  APRIL  22. 

This  morning  Captain  Marnamin 
was  removed  from  t?  1 -ike ’s  IF  t._  1,  in  or 
cr  to  take  his  trial  a:  the  .0ld  Bally 
ielhons.  He  went  in  Ids  bl  ather's  coach, 
which  oil  account  of  the  weak  ftate  of 
his  bet’y,  drove  very  ifo.vlv  to  Mr.  Kir- 
by's libtffr.  At  one  rt'c!  ck  the  captain 
ppearsd  in  court,  attended  by  a medi- 
cal gentleman,  and  a great  number  ot 
refpoffable  friends ; and  being  unable 
to  it  end,  a chair  was  provided  for  him 
he  bar.  The  clerk  of  Arreigns 
read  over  the  charge,  which  was  found- 
d'  on  the  Coroner's  inquelt,  of  man- 
laughter  ; aiid  in  which  the  Captaii 
was  charged  with  firing  off  a piitol,  load 
d with  ball,  w fix  It  cauftd  the  death  of 
Colonel  Robert  Montgomery. 

To  this  charge  the  Captain  pleaded 
Not  Guilty,  , 

Mr.  Knapp  opened  the  cafe  for  th 
profecution,  and  aV.er  dating  the  law 
or  manslaughter,  he  entered  into  the 
circumltances  of  the  provocation  ih 
Hyde-Park,  and  dwelt  particularly  on 
the  ufe  made  by  C.  Macnamara  of  the 
word  arrogance.  In  Piccadilly  forne- 
thing  further  paff|8,  in  which  otfterper 
Tons  were  concerned,  whole  names  he 
would  not  mention,  as  they  were  no- 
now  the  objefts  of  accufation.  H 
next  dated  the  pro  refs  and  effeff  o! 
the  duel,  and  conci  did  by  laying  that 
he  penfecutor  had  no  wi(h  as  to  th 
vent  of  the  trial,  but  to  acquit  him- 
elf  of  the  duty  to  his  deceafed  relative 
and  to  the  public.  If,  in  conlequence 
of  this  profecut  on,  a Hop  or  check  Ihould 
be  put  to  fuch  fetal  tranfactions,  th i 
profecution  would  be  attended  with  the 
bed  eft  dls  that  had  refulted  from  anv 
trial  that  had  taken  place  before  a jury 
of  the  country. 

The  evidence  given  by  the  witnelTes, 
Meifrs,  Sloane,  C.  Smith,  efq.  Thomas 
I etch,  a frrvant,  D.  Ferrer,  a pod  boy, 
and  Mr.  James  Harding,  differed  in  no- 
thin;- materially  from  what  we  have  al 
cady  dated  to  have  been  advanced  on 
the  Coroners  inqued. 

Captain  Macnamara  being  called  up- 
on for  his  defence, 'requelled  the  Indul 
•enceof  the  court*,  in  a very  low  ton' 
of  yoice,  while  he  read  from  a paper 
what  he  had  to  offer  in  his  defence,  which 
was  induntly  complied  with.  The  cap- 
tain then  proceeded  as  follows  : 

“ GtSTLENEH  OF  THE  f t, TUT, 

“ I appear  before  you  with  the  confo- 
lation  that  mv  charafter  has  already 
been  delivered,  by  the  verdidlof  a grand 
jury,  from  the  (hocking  imputation  ol 
murder

out any  explanation  or  evidence  of  th 
lenfations  which  brought  me  into  my

. caufe  as  the  evidence  before  vsu  ex- 
hibits, which  l'cparated  from  the  defiance 
which  was  the  fatal  fource  of  mifehitf, 
and  I could  well  have  overlooked  that 
too,  if  the  world,  in  its  prefent  ftate, 
r ou  Id  have  overlooked  it  alfo.  ' I went 
ito  the  field,  therefore,  with  hodetermi- 
lation  or  dcfire  to  take  the  life  of  my 
oppoiieht,  or  to  expofe  my  own.  I '-Arent 
tliere  in  hopes  of  receiving  fome  Toothing 
'atisHcfion  lor  what  would  otherwise 
,ave  expofed  me  in  the  general  feelings 
and  opinions  of  the  world.  The  deceas- 
'd was  a man  of  popular  manners,  as  I 
have  heard,  and  of  a very  genteel  ac- 
quaintance— I,  on  the  other  .hand,  was 
in  a manner  a Itrange-  in  this  gr^at  town, 
having  been  devoted  from  my  infancy 
o the  duties  of  rny  profeffton  in  diftant 
fcas.  If  under  thefe  circumfUhees,  the 
words  which  the  deceafed  intended  to  be 
ffenlive,  and  which  he  repeatedly  invi- 
ed  to  be  relented,  had  been  paffed  by, 
and  fu Emitted  to,  they  would  have  paff- 
l from  mouth  to  mouth,  have  been  ex- 
aggerated atevery  repetition,  and  my  ho- 
nor tquft  have  be  n loft,. 

“ Gentlemen,  I am  a captain  in  the 
Britilh  navy.  My  charaifter  you  can 
only  hear  from  others  ; but  to  maintain 
my  character  in  that  ft.ation,  I muft  he 
relpedted.  When  called  upon  to  lead 
nto  other  honorable  danger,  I muft  not 
e fuppofed  to  be  a man  who  had  fought 
lafety  by  fubmitting  to  what  cuftom. 
has  tought  others  to  confider  as  a dif- 
race.  I am  not  prefuming  to  urge  any 
'-king  again!!  the  laws  of  God,  or  of 
this  land.  I know  that  in  the  eye  of  re- 
ligion and  reafon,  obedience  to  the  law, 
though  again!!  the  general  feelings  of 
the  world,  is  the  firft  duty,  and  ought 
o be  the  rule  cf  adlion.  But  in  put- 
tng  a conllrudtion  upon  motives,  fo  as 
to  afeertain  the  quality  of  aftions,  you 
will  make  allowances  for  my  fitu  uion. 
It  is  impoffible  to  define  in  terms  the 
proper  feelings  of  a gentleman  ; but 
their  exiftence  have  fupported  this  hap- 
py country  many  ages,  and  (lie  might  pe- 
rifh  if  they  Were  loft. 

“ Gentlemen,  1 will  detain  you  no 
longer  : I will  bring  before  you  many 
honorable  perfons  who  will  fpeak  what 
limy  know  of  me  in  my  profelfion,  and 
>n  private  life  ; which  will  the  better 
enable  you  to  judge  whether'what  I have 
offered  in  my  defence  may  fafely  he  re- 
ceived by  you  as  truth.  Gentlemen,  I 
fubmit  myfelf  entirely  to  your  judg- 
ment. I hope  to  obcain  rny  liberty 
through  your  verdift  ; and  to  employ  it 
with  honor  in  the  defence  of  the  liber- 
ties of  my  country.”

Lord  Hood  was  then  called  to  fpeak 
to  the  general  charafter  of  the  Captain.
